Bradley did not come to Washington 
intending to kill Former Senator A r­ 
thur M. Brown of Utah and that she 
did not even remember shooting him, 
She told the jury in hor trial here. 
Th** statement was not reached until 
the afternoon session of the court, the 
first half of the day being given large­ 
ly to the identification of letters from 
Mr. Brown to Mrs. Bradley and from 
ber to him, very few of which were 
read. 
The real tragedy formed the subject ' 
of tho afternoon sitting. 
At that time 
Judge Pow ers brought out the full 
statement in his examination in chief. 
This consumed only a few minutes of 
time, and as s(xm as he concluded, 
District Attorney Baker entered upon 
his 
cross-examination. 
Ho 
devoted 
com paratively little attention to tin' 
shooting itself, hut, going hack to the 
early days of the relationship between 
Senator 
Brown 
and 
Mrs. 
Bradley,

Brandenburg,” a newspaper man, at­ 
tempted to bribe him to take part in 
an exposure ol other federation lead­ 
ers. 
iii a statem ent, Mr. Brandenburg 
emphatically denied that he had at­ 
tempted to bribe Gompers. 
He also 
stated that he had no connection with 
the National Manufacturers’ associa­ 
tion and that his dealings with Gom­ 
pers were solely in the interests of a 
publication which he represented.

himself, he said, had been the intend­ 
ed victim of a plot that failed.

he knew was about to be published. 
Brandenburg’s statement, in part, 
follows: 
“ I have been colleting for a m aga­ 
zine data on the conduct of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor by Samuel 
Gompers and certain others of its 
principal officers since its organiza­ 
tion. 
The 
material 
has 
gradually 
grown into what will be a great sensa­ 
tion when it is disclosed. 
Mr. Gom­ 
pers lias made an effort to forestall 
this. 
For months I and my men have 
been tracked by spies and Mr. Gom­ 
pers felt sure that I had a sufficiency 
of material to make a serious case.” 
The statem ent continues to the ef­ 
fect that a party visited Mr. Branden­ 
burg at tile Hotel Victoria where he 
was stopping and attempted to buy 
him off. 
The offer he declined, h e 
said, as he had de clined similar offers.
